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PROVINCIAL BILLS 


INFRINGE FEDERAL RIGHTS 


Quebec Legislature Exceeds its Power- 
Ontario Will Be Asked to Amend 


Law 


—_———---— — 


Ottawa, Nov. 20.—Tke Demuinion 
Government has notified the province 
of Quebec that some twelve bills ‘pass- 
ed at the legislature give: right’ to in- 
surance, investment and trust corpor- 
porations to do business outside of Que- 
bec which is an infringement of Do- 
milion rights. The proivnce is asked 
to amend these or they will have to 
be disallowed. Another bill passed by 
Ontario puts a tax on companies work- 
ing under Federal charter in that pro- 
vince. “Lhisis a discriminaton aganst 
Dominion companies.. The bill was 
allowed to go into force because the 
Ross Government promised to amend 
it. In the meantime the Gross Gov- 
ernment was defeated und. Whitney 
did noi carry out the promise. ‘The 
Dominion is now putting the matter 
before Mr. Wiutney askinz bim toim- 
plement the minute ot councik passed 
by his predecessors agreeing to amend 
the bill.

STRATACONA INQUEST 


Coroner’s Jury Couc.u es Em gh Died 


of Heart Failure Cavsed By Dnnk 


od 


Strathcona, Nov. 21. — Coroner 
Crang neta an inquest in the town 
hail at 5 p.m, yesterday in the case 
of 7% B. mmigh, who aied yesterday 
inorning. 

Frank C. Wood, the first witness 
bestifiead tnat he went up stairs at 
7.30 at the Royal hotel, and found 
the deceased tying on his left side 
breathing neavily. _ tHe went down 
Stairs and said to the bar keeper 
that there was a man dead upstairs. 
They pdoth went up together and 
found the deceased dead iying in the 
hall, They raised him up against the 
wall and sent for Dr. Collison. 

Wm. Tanner, bartender at the 
Royal, testified that the deceased 
came into the bar abeut 7.19 a.m., 
and got a smaitl drink of whisky ana 
then went up sireet for about 15 or 
ZO minutes. We came back ind weni 
upstairs. He heard a nols ind told 
F. Wood to £o ind set he cause. 


Wood came puck and said the man 


was dying. He went upstairs with 
Wood ana found the man dead and 
propped him up against the wal! and 
sent for Or. Collison. 

Mr. Peterson, the proprietor of the 


the deceasea come down siairs and 


lockea. Ueceased walked through the 
of ice. He saw who it was and told 
him te go to bee. He asked about his 
coat. He told the deceased he would 
look the coat pp for him and that 
he would pring up his breakfast. He 


then went in to his breakfast and } 


heard a nolse, but did not know what 
it was. After he came ouc he heard 


the man was dying. He went up- ;{ 


stairs and saw that the man was 
dead. Dr. Collison was sent for and 
pronounced him dead. 

Fleming Sampson testified that he 
roomed with the deceased and that 
he gave him a spoonful of medicine 
about 6 a.m. He then went to bed 
and did not see Mr. Emigh again 
alive. He stated that. deceased did 


not sleep well through the night, and | 


said he wanted to zo home. He first 
met deceased in 1876 in the States. 

Mr. Harris, ex-policeman, also gave 
bvidence. He said he gnew the de- 
ceased for some time and that he had 
given him his money to keep. He 
had given it back to him. Mr. Har- 
ris aiso saw the deceased on Sunday. 
He seemed to be Sober. 

Mr. McKernan, proprietor of the 
Dominion Hotel, tiestilied that he 
knew the «ceased, that he had been 
at his notelt pnefore the election and 
that he nad kept his money for him 
$225 in ali and had given it back to 
him before he went home. He stat- 
ed the deceased was drjnking fard 
before the election. 

Mr. McGuinnes, bartender at the 
Commerciat Hotel, testified that he 
knew the deceased and that he was 
a heavy drinker. He also had kept 
money for him for a time. He also 
saw deceased on the street Sunday 
and he appeared to be sober. 

Dr. Collison testified that he was 
called Sunday to see deceased and 
found him restiess and nervous. He 
gave him medicine and hypodermic 
injection and told him to keep in 
bed. Saw him again Monday morn- 
ing and found him dead. ‘Was of the 
opinion that the extra strain of go- 
ing upstairs when in a weak state 
was the immediate Cause gf death. 

The jurymen were Messrs. Main, 
Wainright, McKernan, Jas. Fuller, 
Thompson and Knepp, who after 
viewing the body and hearing the 
evidence gave the verdict, ‘‘That de- 


ceased came to his death from heart 


failure, caused by excessive drink- 
ing.”
